(6) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing.

NOTE: A number of Standing Orders of 
the Legislative Assembly have been suspended 
for the Second Session of the Thirty-First 
Parliament by an Order of the House passed 
on Thursday, December 15th, 1977. The sus- 
pended Orders are marked—SUSPENDED. 


PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 
—SUSPENDED 


Time for reporting 


(bo) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 

—Eight day requirement SUSPENDED 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 
(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 


the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. ; 


Other charges

Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon.

Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 





1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at

2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee.

3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency.

Introduction of Private Bill 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee.

57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it.

58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid. 


Reference to Private Bills Committee after first reading 


59. Every Private Bill, when read a first time,

petition, the inventories and accounts duly verified 
by affidavits and a copy of the letters probate of 
the last will and testament of the deceased. 


(7) The accounts shall be passed before the judge 
inchambers.

THE MILK ACT 


GRADE A MILK — MARKETING 
INTERPRETATION 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “marketing board’? means The Ontario 
Milk Marketing Board; 


(5) ““processor’”’ means a person engaged in 
the processing of fluid milk products or 
on whose behalf fluid milk products are 
processed, and includes a person engaged 
in the processing of concentrated liquid 
milk, concentrated liquid chocolate milk, 
concentrated liquid partly-skimmed milk 
or concentrated liquid skim-milk; 


(c) ““‘producer’’ means a producer of milk to 
whom a quota for the marketing of grade 
A milk has been fixed and allotted by the 
marketing board, but does not include a 
producer whose quota has been cancelled 
by the marketing board. O. Reg. 189/78, 
sek 
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2. This Regulation provides for the control and 
regulation in any or all respects of the marketing 
within Ontario of milk, including the prohibition 
of such marketing in whole or in part. O. Reg. 
189/78, s. 2. 


PURCHASE AND SALE OF MILK 


3. All milk supplied to a processor shall be sold 
to the processor by the marketing board and bought 
by the processor from the marketing board on the 
terms and conditions prescribed in this Regulation. 
O. Reg. 189/78, s. 3. 


4.—(1) No processor shall buy milk from any 
person other than the marketing board. 


(2) No person other than the marketing board 
shall sell milk to a processor. 


(3) No processor shall sell the milk produced by 
a producer. O. Reg. 189/78, s. 4. 


5. No processor shall process, pack or package 
any milk that has not been sold by the marketing 
board. O. Reg. 189/78, s. 5. 


6.—(1) Every person shall pay to the marketing 
board the price or prices for all milk sold to him by 
the marketing board. 


(2) The marketing board may recover from any 
person by suit in a court of competent jurisdiction 
any price or prices for milk payable to the market- 
ing board. O. Reg. 189/78, s. 6. 


ASSIGNMENT OF PRODUCERS 


7.—(1) The marketing board shall assign to a 
processor a sufficient number of producers to 
supply his requirements for Classes 1, 2, 3 and 4 
milk. 


(2) Except as otherwise provided in this Regu- 
lation, every processor shall receive all milk supplied 
to him by the producers assigned to him by the 
marketing board. O. Reg. 189/78, s. 7. 


8.—(1) On a request by a processor, the market- 
ing board shall assign to him producers who have 
Jersey cows or Guernsey cows, as the case may be, 
where, 


(a) such producers were supplying milk to 
the processor immediately preceding the 
1st day of March, 1968; and 


(b) the average milk-fat content of the total 
volume of milk in litres supplied by each 
of such producers during the three-month 
period immediately preceding the request 
was not less than 4.5 kilograms of milk- 
fat per hectolitre of milk.

APPLICATION OF REGULATION

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PURCHASE AND SALE OF MILK 


3. All milk supplied to a processor shall be sold 
to the processor by the marketing board and 
bought by the processor from the marketing board 
on the terms and conditions prescribed in this 
Regulation.

4.—(1) Subject to subsection 3, no processor 
shall, 


(a2) buy milk from any person other than the 
marketing board; or 


(6) sell the milk produced by a producer.

3. Any employer engaged in the business of 
supplying temporary help services or 
similar services in respect of any employee 
hired or to be hired under the Program 
who will be required to perform work or 
services at the place of business or opera- 
tions of another person who pays a fee 
or other remuneration to the employer 
and not to the eligible employee in respect 
of the work or services performed by the 
eligible employee. 


4. Any employer which is a private school 
within the meaning of paragraph 40 of 
subsection 1 of section 1 of The Education 
Act, 1974. 


5. Any employer that is a partnership where 
the employee to be hired has an interest 
in the partnership or where a person having 
an interest in the partnership of 50 per 
cent or more is a related person to an 
employee to be hired under the Program 
within the meaning of subsection 2 of 
section 4 of the Act, but the employer 
is an ineligible employer only in respect 
of that employee.
